The life of Robert McClure, 23, of 
3809 Kimball Avenue, Chicago, was 
added to tho toll of summor holiday 
drownings Sunday, when ho lost his 
life in I^ou Lake, after his rowboat 
overturned, and he was unable to 
awim to flliore. He sank In thirty 
feet of water, and did not rise to the 
top. 

A search was Immediately In- 
stituted, but It was not until Monday 
that tho body was recovered by Geo. 
Schloaser and John L. Horan of the 
Antloch fire department. 

McClure and two companions, Wal- 
ter Reldflelsch and Goo. Bratschl, 
both of Chicago, had decided to take 
a dip In Loon Lake, early Sunday 
morning. When about 500 feet from 
ahore, they dovo Into the water, the 
boat overturning as they did so. 
Bratschl and Reldflelsch clung to the 
boat until help arrived, but McClure 
attempted to make the shore. Realiz- 
ing his danger, he shouted for help, 
and then sank. 

A verdict of accidental drowning 
was returned by the coroner's Jury. 
McClure's body has been removed 
to Chicago for burial.

I have never written an anonymoua 
letter, tlmugh 1 can easily ace the ad- 
vantages of sudi a 
procedure. One 
could so easily by 
thla method correct 
social and civic 
errora, jack up 
one's friends and 
all without being 
detected, or criti- 
cized or getting 
Into trouble of any 
sorL It would ne- 
cessitate, of course, 
the disguising of 
one*s handwriting 
or possibly the bor- 
rowing of a neigh- 
bor's typewriter or stationery and 
the mailing of the eplatle In some 
other post oltlce than one's own. but 
these detalla would bo easily managed 
by any resourceful persftn, 8o that de- 
tection would be dinicult, If not Im- 
possible. And think of the advantages! 
How easy it would bo to prod the 
Indifferent, to correct the erring, to 
tell some people wo know frankly just 
what we think of them. One could 
threaten without the slightest physt- 



as to the language he used. 

I have always wanted to tell Greene 
of his grammatical errors. He Is a 
graduate of two colleges and has a 
string of degrees after his name, but 
he never gets onto his feet without 
saying, "Every person should look 
after their own ►buslneaa," or, "If any- 
one has anything to say they should 
speak out," and so on. He seems 
never to have Icumed that there Is a 
definite relation between pronouns 
and antecedents.

TRANSFORM BANKING 

National Commission Sees 
Changing Opinion on Brancli 
Banl<ing Issue— Studies Group 
and Chain Banks. 



NEW YOUK.— Mndincntlon of the nt- 
llludo of Imnkpffl on the long iliaputed 
trnnch banUInn qucBtlon Ib forecnftt In 
n Tovlow and roiwrt covorlnK rnpW 
diangea koIhr on In ImnUlnp IsBiipa 
hero by tho Economic: PoUcy Commls- 
Blon of llio American HankcrH Asso- 
ciation. Tho report, however, ntter 
roferring to recent proposals Hint na- 
tional bnnltfl bo Klvon branch banking 
powera wltbln the buBlneaa territory 
Burrounding their location, declarcfl 
that "we do not belle vo that so-called 
'trade-area* branch bunking la likely 
to gain the HUpport of any large per- 
ccntngo of the banking fraternity." 

Tho commission Bayo that the "moBt 
important development that hne i^f- 
fectod American banking In Tocent 
yenra Involves tho rapid growth of 
multiple banking organizations In the 
form of group, chain and brancli bank- 
ing flyatomfl," and adds that "wo pre- 
MDt this report aa an unprejudiced 
economic study and have no theories 
or pollclea to urge at thia time." The 
Blatement says that tho commlaBlon'a 
information indicates there are now 
2GD group or , chain bank Bystems, 
•which control 1922 banks and |15,285,- 
000,000 In oggrogato reaourcea, and 
that there ore only nix aUtes and the 
District of Columbia where It docs not 
find any group organUatlons. 
The Commlitlon'B Inveitlaatlon 
•*We have been In touch with the 
managers of many Important hank 
ffTOupa," tho report aays. "Aside from 
tho obvious economlea of centralized 
operntlon and control a number of 
these organization heads very frankly 
toll -as that they do not feel that tho 
ayutom has been in operation and 
tested long enough to justify them in 
roakinp positive or sweeping state- 
ments as to Us advanUges or disad- 
▼antages compared to unit banking. 

"The Banking and. Currency Com- 
mittee of the House, which Is con- 
ducting an Invoatlgatlon into banking 
deTelopm^nts, has called a number 
ot operating heads of aomo of tho great 
group syatemB, Theao men declared 
that they found, under certain condi- 
tions, definite operating and economic 
adranUge in both group and branch 
banking over independent unit bank- 
ing. Some thought group hanking was 
only a transitional stage, that branch 
banking was preferable and If It were 
permitted on an extensive enough 
scale they would change their groups 
OT«r to branch syatems. Others held 
that group banking was preferable. 
"Some held that the Ideal plan waa 
. a combination of the twe with group 
bank units for locallUeB atrong enough 
to support complete banking institu- 
tions and with branch offices extend- 
ing further Into the smaller places 
requlrlnfi banking services but not 
largo enough to support complete 
ImnkB. Several of thoso who advocated 
mnlUple banking declared that never- 
theless they believed there would al- 
ways be room for vigorous indepen- 
dent unit bank competitors. 
Government OfflclalB Expreaa Views 
♦•The Comptroller of tho Currency 
recommended that natlOTial banks bo 
given branch banking powers" within 
•trade-ar«as.* Tho Qovetnor of the 
Federal Reaorve Board aPPoaTed to he 
.. In general agreement with tho Comp- 
troller. Ho said there were 24,645 
banks and 3,547 branches, a. total of 
28,192 banking offices; that in thia 
total, 6,353 officea were either branches 
or bank members o1 groups, or both, 
leaving 21,839 banking instltutlonfl 
that might be definitely termed indo- 
5>endent unit banks, having no 
branches and in no way connected 
with group affiliations. He said oil 
the banks had total loana and invest- 
menu of »58,500,000,000, ot which tho 
group and branch syatema hold 130,- 
000,000,009, or more than half. 

"Ho opposed nation- wide branch 
banking nl preaent but said that ulti- 
mately II bankers became trained and 
experienced in the larger technique 
ot 'trade-area' banking he thought It 
•would In time evolve natlon-wldo 
^ branch banking under control of rel-

Under One Roof, to Have Most Novel 
Restaurant in America to Cater to the Ap- 
petites of Merchant-Buyers of the World. 



TUB Chicago Merchandise Mart, 
the world's biggest business 
building, already one of the out- 
ttandlng Institutions of the mldwest- 
tm metropolis, will house tho world's 
biggest restaurant, with an interna- 
-lional menu nnd accommodations to 
leed dally a whole town's population 
of diners. It Is estimated that It will 
be able to dispense food to 10,000 a 
day, according to Andrew O. Welsburg, 
nationally known hotel man, who has 
Mcured the exclusive restaurant rights 
In this new central market under a 
twenty-year lease. The ofllclal open- 
ing of tlie mammoth restaurant will 
take place In early September. 

More than 30,000 square feet of 
space In the SInrfs grand lobby will 
bo utlllxed by the restaurant's Ove 
units. There will be many unique fea- 
tures of equipment and service and 
A roster of more than 500 employees. 
To take care of this vast army of eat- 
ers from all parts of the world. It will 
i require daily GOO pounds of hutter, 
about 3,000 pounds of meat, 3,000 
I pounds of potatoes, 300 dozen eggs;' 
' 750 dozen rolls and 250 fowl. In 
addition to this will be enor- 
mous quantities of vegetables and 
fruits, which it Is difficult tp estimate.

On one aide of the great OSO-foot 
grand lobby will be tho men's grill, ac- 
commodating 200 at a Ume; and Uie 
main dining room for men and women, 
to be called tho Governors' room, with 
R capacity of 000 at a Ume. Opposite 
these win be a lunch counter about 
1,000 feet long, the biggest In the 
world, which can care for the needs of 
at least 6,000 a day. and a sodn foun- 
tain capable of serving 2,200 a day.

posure. The lunch counters will be 
built entirely of marble In a series of 
"U" Bluipes, with cold foods easily ac- 
cessible- from center serving cases so 
that within ten or fifteen minutes ontf 
may be served a complete mcnl and 
reudv to leave. The chairs at the 
counters will have comfortable full, 
backs and suOlcIently far apart to pre- 
vent crowding. The soda fountain 
will be 100 feet long and will be elec- 
trically refrigerated to keep the Ice 
crenniP. sirups and other foods for 
liKht lunches In perfect condition. Flf- 
ly-Hix thousand dollars' worth of silver 
li*:iH been purchased so that the patron 
at the lunch counter will' have the 
same service In this regard as In the 
grills or main dining room. 

For the men's grill and the main 
dining room, men waiters will be used, 
but in nil the other units the feminine 
hand will care for the patrons. Henry 
C. Gordon, general manager, who Is 
famed as a kindly but firm discipli- 
narian, aald that pne of the Qrat fea- 
tures to be establlshod will be a school 
for employees. This school will be 
different from the average business 
school. Mr. Gordon not only wants 
through this means to Improve the 
service of the restaurants, but he also 
seeks to Improve the employees. He 
teaches thrift and building character. 
The Ideas of the employees as to how 
the restaurants should be run are 

welcomed. 

Tourt Woria for Idea* 

' Mr. Welfiburg. who also owns the 
notel Oliver at South Bend, Ind., and 
the new Harrison being constructed in 
Chicago, recently made a tour of the 
world In quest of new Ideas for the 
Merchandise Mart restaurant. 

For instance, tlie merchant arriving 
at the Mart goes directly to the spe- 
cial accommodation desk in the restau- 
rant, leaves bis hand baggage, is as- 
signed his room, and la free to proceed 
about hia business.

Cop Chases Man With Stol- 
en Car and Both Die 
in Revolver Fight 

^ Bt Loula. Mo.— David McCain, night 
policeman at Highland, 111., and on 
automobile thief shot and killed each 
other In a revolver flght recently on 
United States highway No. 40, near 
Pocahontas, about 45 miles east of 
here. 

McCain, with two bullet wonnds 
near the heart, died In the Highland 
hospital. Bond county authorities 
found the body of the thief, ahot 
through the abdomen, In a field near 
the scene of the shooting. 
, The. shooting occurred after the 
ttolen cor had been crowded Into a 
ditch, Charles Easley. twenty-year-old

' Alirm R«laytd to Highland. 

' 'The automobile had been stolen In 
Vnndalla, IIL, earlier In the evening. 
and Vandalla authorities had tele- 
phoned a description and the license 
numbers to the Bond county sheriff 
at Greenville. The Greenville sheriff, 
who had seen Buch a car pass through 
hie town, sent the alarm on to High- 
land, in Madison county. 

McCain, alone on the nl^lit shift, 
called on Enslcy for neslstnnce, and 
the two men started cast on No. 40 nt 
eleven o'clock searching for the stol- 
en car. They were on the outskirts 
of Pocahontas >\:lLQn.thc automobile 



passed them west bound. Easley 
swung his car around and pursued for 
about half a mile nnlll the stolen auto- 
mobile left the concrete slab and 
stopped In tlie ditch. 

According to Easley, the driver 
Jumped out and Btnrted Into the Held, 
slopping momentarily to Art two 
shots nt the policeman's car. Pursued 
by McCain, he stopped at a point sev- 
eral yards from the road, where the 
two men fired about four shots at 
each other. 



Woman Is Sought. 
Easley. who was unarmed, remained 
nt the wheel of the outomoblle until 
the firing had stopped. Under a bril- 
liant moon which made vision unusu- 
ally clear, he watched the entire flght 
and saw the men folL Paying no at- 
tention to the unidentified man, he 
helped McCain to his feet, assisted 
hlra to the automobile, and hurried to 
the Highland hospital. 

Authorities are searching for a 
woman who was driving an automobile 
which appeared to be following the 
stolen car when It was recognised by 
McCain and Easley. According to Eas- 
ley. this machine followed the stolen 
car until it left the road, then contin- 
ued west without stopping. ' •'■

A group of educated men In New 
York city— COM grcssmen, senators, 
newspaper report- 
ers, public ofilclula 
of distinction — 
held tt spcUinE con- 
test not long ago, 
the words being 
given out by a 
statesman who 
used an old-fash- 
lontHl spelling book 
such as we were 
fiinilUnr with sixty 
years ago In the 
^listrlct schools of 
the country. It 
didn't take long to 
floor the whole lot, and they went 
down like a row of untrained aol- 
dierj facing tlie fire of machine guns. 
The simple trutli I.-* we don't know 
how to spoil. If a misspelled word 
creeps Into our correspondence, we 
blame the error upon our stenogra- 
piiers. 

It is rather Interesting to see what 
coiiinion words floored the Htiitoanien 
— ".salnble." and "mortise/* and "Iran- 
qullllty" niid "initliil." Words whlcli 
one should expect every Intelligent 
person to Ite able to manage were 
too nuich for them. 

In my own experience there are a 
dozen simple words In common use 
which more than half the high school 
griiduiiti'.s who c()nie to college are 
likely to stunilde on. "Sophomore" 
and "laboratory" and "athlete" and 
"truly" and "receive" nnd "emhar- 
' rassment" and "Judgment" are quite 
I commonly too much for the young 
' student, ".\ccomuiodate" and "trans- 
ferred" are more often misspelled 
than spoiled :orrectIy. Even In rail- 
. way stations I see "Pullman Accom- 
odations'* In gold letters. 

It seems no'v to he uo disgrace not 
to know how to spell. 

"Oh, I can't apell." n healthy. Intelli- 
gent soidiomore says to me, and that 
with him seem.s to end It. lie admits 
die fact and feels no obligation ap- 
parently to atreilgthen hia ortho- 
graphic weaknesses. I had a brief 
note last week from a lilgh school 
hoy who managed In a short page to 
misspell seven words. Pretty good, I 
thouglit, considering the opportunity 
which he had. 

In the old days there were two or 
three things whldi we did learn In 
scliool— qulcl' urUlimetlcal calculation, 
the grammatical constrnctlou of sen- 
tences, and spelling. Not to be uhle 
to work all the problema In Ray's 
Third Part Arlthmellc was a diagracc. 
If one could not diagram, analyze and 
parse tho words in ony aentence 
which came along he was anathema, 
and spelling was the cblof Indoor 
sport. We drove miles on winter eve- 
nings to demonstrate our ability In 
spelling contests. I was tho pride of 
tho community once when I was fif- 
teen, for I entered n spelling mutch 
at tho Burrlh schooihousc a dozen 
miles from liome and apcllcd down 
seven achool teachers. It would not 
be so much of a task today, I suspect, 
nor so much of an honor. 

It BtlU gives mo a ahock to get a 
letter from a man of standing and to 
find In It misspelled words. It sug- 
gests carelcsBucss, Inaccuracy, tncx- 
cusublQ Ignorance. I had always 
thought well of Carson. He Is a grad- 
uate of ODO of the great cducutloual 
Institutions of the country, and he 
goes Into good society. I had a letter 
from bim last week In which In three 
distinct places he speaks of the "alum- 
nae" of an organUatlon to which be 
belongs. Carfloo doesn't know how to 
spell,

AMOST appetizing relish may he 
mudo of ripe cucumbers as well 
us the sweet pickles which we all like. 

Ripe Cucumber Relish, 
reel and grate a large ripe cucum- 
ber, remove the seeds und squeeze all 
the liquid from the pulp by pressing 
through a sieve. Add good vinegar to 
luake the same consistency, a smuU 
grated onion, and salt, cayenne and 
two to three tahlo.spoonfuls of finely 
chopped red pepper. IJottlo cold and 
seal. This will keep for months In a 
cool place. 

Ripe Cucumber Pickles. 
Cut ripe cucumbers Into halves 
longthwl^e. Cover with sallrd water 
and heut' gradually, then let stand an 
hour or two. Itemove and chill In lee 
water. Prepare the cucumbers as 
above, by peeling and removing tho 
»:eeds. Make a sirup by boiling two 
pounds of sugar, one pint of vinegar. 
two tablespoonfuls of whole cloves and 
the same of stick cinnamon, tied In a 
cloth. Add the cucund)ers and cook 
ten minutes, remove to a Jar und pour 
over them tlie boiling sirup, Holl the 
Htrup three mornings and pour over 
the pickles, then cover and put away 
for winter use. 



Lemon Mincemeat. 
Scald, drain and chop one cupful 
of raisins. Mix with tliem one cupful 
of chopped apples, one-half cupful of 
chopped nuts, one-fourth cupful of 
candled orange peel or orange mnr- 
nialttde. one-half cupful of lemon juice, 
two cupfuls of sugar, one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt, two teaspoonfuls of 
cinnamon and one tcaspoonful each of 
cloves and ginger. This makes two 
medlum-slied plea. AYhen making pies 
add n tablespoonful of butler to each 
pie, more If liked richer.

There Is only one lyiie of 
child, to mv mind, that nhmild he 
fought to be cmitn.lUMl. That Is the 
vicious elilld. And I have never met 
a vicious child. 

I agree with yo\» when you say 
not all children need punishment. My 
reuHon. however, Is not that i)unlsh- 
nient will drive evil out of them. It 
Is rather that life punishes us Inex- 
orablv for our mlKtalces. Tiierefnro 
In preparing children for life, which 
l.'f the meaning of bringing up a child. 
wo should make them acquainted with 
this law. It Is the law of cause and 
effect. And punishing a child In the 
spirit of bringing home to him the 
law of cause and effect is not wrong; 
on the contrary It will profit him. 

What Is wrong Is punl.shtng In anger, 
which Is to most parents the quintes- 
sence of punishment. The child trans- 
gresses, the mother Is angered jind 
uses her power to make him suffer 
for It. Frequently It Is the damage be 
may have caused rather than the prin- 
ciple of wrongdoing that Is stressed. 

He 
senses only anger, spite, vengeance In 
his punishment— he senses fight. And 
if ho la able to be fights back. That 
Bplrlt of punishment Is wrong and 
futile. It only aggravates whatever 
friction It Is desired to cure. 

It Is tho spirit of punishment and 
the place of punishment which deter- 
mine whether It Is good or bad. It 
was to a reader whoso letter Indicated 
that punishment had first place as a 
restraining Infinenco with her child, 
that I wrote that that Is almost al- 
ways a mistake.

Many a well olU-d Ho 
has failed because of the trutb-lelUng 
iimscles, some unconsulous gesture, a 
glance, a slip has ruined a perfect 

alihl. 

iTesumnbly wo have speech for the 
purpose of conveying Ideas, but fre- 
quently speech Is the most conven- 
ient means of eoneenllng Ideas, of «lv- 
Ing false Impressions. 

Character expresses Itself more funa- 
mentally through conduct than It docs 
through speech. Acts are expressed 
through a physical mechanism whicli 
has habllual modes of resction that 
cannot bo changed quickly and In 
some cases cannot be changed at all. 
While the tongue has no such handi- 
cap, aiven the Incentive and the pur- 
pose, the tongue may wag In any di- 
rection desired. 

Actions speak so much louder than 
words that the modern man has very 
little confidence In speech. He pre- 
fers action. There was a time when 
men showed their piety by lengthy 
discourses of their religious experi- 
ences.

IsnON. capital of the Uepubllc 
of Portugal, where a move to 
restore the monarchy was re- 
cently nliiped in the bud. has a 
strange appeal for the seeker for 
quaint and individual places. This 
port of Portugal, which has very aptly 
been called the kernel of the country, 
saw the commercial pride of the I'hoe- 
nlelans and heard the fervent prayers 
of Vasco da Clama before he set out on 
bis perilous voyage In search of India, 
the land which had lured navigators 
for cenlurlo.^, 

IJsbon's ancient name was Ullslpo, 
which caused many (Ireek scholars to 
try to coimect It wllh the wanderings 
of Ulysses, but the name probably 
originated from two riioenlclan words 
meaning Pleasant Hay. which Is made 
doubly plausible bocau.se the mouth of 
the Tngus Just beyond the city widens 
Into one of the best harbors In the 
whole of Kiirope. 

Tiio Uonians knew Lisbon as T'eltcl- 
tas Julia, and It grew to be the second 
city In Luslinnla, that famous district 
of Ilispnnla In time of the Caesars. 
Us temple and theater ruins attest Its 
occupation. Successively It has been 
seized by the Alans, the Visigoths, the 
Moors anil the Crusaders. The kind- 
ly InUuenco of the Knglish Crusaders 
who mingled with the Portuguese 
masses left Its mark, and has shown 
Itself In the friendly relations that 
have, practically ever since, existed 
between tho two nations. 

Men of letters have sought out the 
city for Us Individuality and beauty, 
which caused the ecstatic Byron upon 
first beholding from the bay its ter- 
niced seven hills to exclaim: 
"What beauties doth Llshoa first un- 
fold 1 
Hor Image floating on that noble tide 
Which poets vainly pave with sands 
of gold." 

• What the City la Like. 
Commercially the city has natural 
advantages In Its harbor, which can 
accommodate the largest vessels, and 
an advantageous position on the At- 
lantic. At present its trade Is con- 
fined chlefiv to exporting cork, wine. 
oUvo oil and tropical fruits to and im- 
porting coal, wood, com. rice and man- 
ufaelnredinrtlcles from Kngland, Bra- 
zil and Its own African co'onles. 

Along tho Tagus vegetables, fruits 
and rtowcrs are piled In high heaps 
to tempt the eager marketers, boats 
of every description from the dingy 
little fishing smack to the ladylike At- 
lantic liner are loading and unloading 
their cargoes, and tho llsh peddlers 
who are to be seen everywhere In the 
Msbon streets are raucously bargain- 
ing for their stock In trade with the 
fishermen along the wharves. 

Then house above hnusn In ever-as- 
ccndlng terraces tho city proper rises 
above the water front. Us white build- 
ing gleaming In the sunlight. In the 
hills near the city thero Is a limcstono 
as whlto and soft as chalk which be- 
comes bard upon exposure, and this 
has largely been used as building ma- 
terial. Many of tho buildings aro 
faced with colored tiles, and others arc 
washed pink or blue, but there Is a 
softness In the general Impression nev- 
ertheless, which Is very pleasing. Tho 
old tiled roofs which aro warped and 
cu^^'lnB. with their grass-grown fur- 
rows are dollgbtul. 

Lisbon Is Interesting to visitors not 
only because of its setting and Its 
architecture, but also because of the 
conglomerate population within Its 
limits Hero may be seen represent- 
atives of all tho various nationalities 
which, fluxed into homogeneity, cbar- 
_.. !-« tiin nrhnn nonulatlon of Por- 



nctcriKO tho urban population 
tugal today. 

. Traces of Many Peoples. 
The prolonged visits of thd Phoeni- 
cians Visigoths, llonmns, Moors, and 
Snnniah imd little effect or influence 
on tho stock of tho OeUlc-Ihcrlan folk 
In the interior and mountainous dis- 
tricts of Portugal, whilo alone the 



coasts the cities absorbed nil those 
stningers Into Its urban life. The con- 
querors fell victims to racial absorp- 
tion. 

Consequently In Lisbon, often Invad- 
ed and brought under alien rule, are 
found typos which distinctly betray 
their origin from one or another of 
the shifting dominant races. Pure 
Celts from the hills are met on the 
streets, their pugnacious visages mark- 
edly Brctoufsquo, their costumes Ilka 
all Celtic raiment, ai»] their side whis- 
kers Just as bristly. Traces of import- 
ed negro slave blood aro dlstlrigulHh- 
abie, as also aro Jewish types. de» 
scendunts of the refugees from Spain. 
One marvels at the strength of limb 
and neck of the basket-peddler girls, 
wbo.so profiles, complexions, hair, and 
stature find a parallel In the descrip- 
tions of the Phoenician women of old. 

Striking Jloorlsh types are also oft- 
en seen, dark-skinned, with the black* 
bronze hair, largo, brilliant black eyes, 
and pearly teeth of their ancestors. 
They lack, of course, the thick lips 
and flat noses of the African types 
from more tropical regions than the 
Mediterranean coast. 

But by far tho greater number of 
people on the streets are "Portuguese," 
a nice In which Is combined something 
from each of a long list of descendants 
of successive Invaders. They are 
clean-limbed, regular-featured, medi- 
um-sized people of fine appearance. 
Their type Is somewhat akin to tho 
Greek, but they are more swarthy and 
also more urbane, even-tempered, and 
cordial. 

Portuguese of the upper classes are 
among the most cultured and gracious 
people of the world. Hospitality Is a 
characteristic, generosity also, and the 
arts, sciences, and ethics of civiliza- 
tion arc appreciated and employed. 
Portuguese men engaged In business 
and commerce are cosmopolitan In tho 
range of their operations and In tho 
compass of their Influence. 

Ancient and Modern Mingle. 
All tho linguistic inheritances and 
racial divergences of tho Portuguese 
have a direct Influence on the life, 
architecture, and economics of the city. 
Tho most ancient of customs and tho 
most antique of Implements are found 
side by side with electric cars, auto- 
mobiles, modern banking houses, luxu- 
riously fuiniishcd homes, and ultra 
styles. 

Yet so perfectly natural and unaf- 
fected are the people that nothing 
seems strange or out of place. Tho 
city Is a mosaic of civilization; harsh 
anil glaring antagonisms have melted 
into the picture. 

Because earthquakes have shaken 
the city disastrously in the past, an 
architecture has been developed to re- 
sist eorth tremors. The best exam- 
ples of such construction He In the 
business section of tho new city, tho 
Cldade Balxa. 

The business buildings which houso 
the banks, jewelry stores, trading 
shops of all kinds, and ofllces are built 
of light materials, with walls covered 
with ceramic tile. .Base stories are 
frequently constructed of stone, but 
one sees four and six-story bulldluga 
lighter than tho avcragp two-story loft 
building In America. 

The tile covering Is generally in 
small BOCtlQps, all to eight inches 
square, and highly colored In moat 
Instances— blues, greens, yellows, and 
browns. 

The use of tUe wall space Is a uni- 
versal complaint with Portuguese arch- 
itects, but it is a matter of law In 
Lisbon— light materials above tho first 
Btory must bo used. 

The eight streets running north and 
south in tho Cldade pour Into the 
Roclo and tho Praca da Flguelra. The 
Boclo is a beautiful square, remark- 
able for Its pavement, laid In a moaalc 
pattern which pruduces an optical Il- 
lusion rcsponsiblo for its popular nick* 
name, "ItoUlnB-Motlon Square." 



The Lady of the Hayatack 

AT VAItKJUH times throughout 
history there have appeared worn- 
«n of such transcendent myslcy, such 
Inexiilicable Identity, ibal they have 
aucceeded In challenging even the tn- 
Ycstlgatlon of years and the ro- 
aearchcs of countless historians. Such, 
for example. Is the mysterious "fe- 
male Stranger" burled beneath tha 
nameless tomb In the cemetery In Al- 
exandria, Va.; the woman who occu- 
pies the grave marked only with Iba 
number "SS" In the burying ground at 
Mattcawan and the strange unaccounl- 
oble creature who la known lo Kng- 
lish history In general and In the an- 
oals of the town of Bristol In par- 
ticular as "The Lady of Ibe Uay- 
Btack." ^ ; 

It was m 1770 that this boaulifut 
young girl, endowed with all tha 
chorra and grace which would have 
enabled her to be successful In any, 
circle, stopped at Itourton, a vIllagQ 
near Bristol, and asked to be given 
some bread and milk. After recolvlnK 
this, she wandered for a while around 
the neighborhood and then took up 
her abode In the center of a largo 
haystack on one of the farms wher« 
she renmlned for several days, accept-i 
ing only food from the farm folks. 

After a short time, hellevlng that 
she was an escaped Inmate of soma 
nearby Insane asylum, ihe country- 
folk had her transferred to St. Peter'a 
hospital, In Bristol, but the authori- 
ties there declared that the stranger 
was entirely sane. In spite of the fact 
that she refused fliiUy to Rive any ac- 
count of herself or to allow even tha 
slightest clew as to her past to es- 
cape her. Accordingly, slie was re- 
leased and. the Instant the doora 
closed behind ber. she returned lo iha 
haystack near Bristol, where she re- 
sumed her abode, living there durlnR 
the four years thai followed her re- 
lease from the asylum. 

While the food und clothing of the 
"Lady of the Ilavstack." us she be- 
came known, were supplied through 
the kludness of cbarltaliie neighbors, 
the stranger always refused to accept 
any luxuries of any kind, either leav- 
ing the food untouched or hanglnj; 
the clothing, on nearby bushes, as If 
to intimate that she wished only tha 
bare necessities of life, it is ro- 
lated that she would talk unreserved* 
ly to the children of the neighborhood. 
. telling them stories and giving them 
presents that -she had received, but 
that she would never exchange word3 
with any of the adults. The children, 
however, declared that she stioke ICng- 
llsb with a decidedly fcirelgn accent 
occasion, when ad- 



nnd Upon one 

dressed In Oernum. she hurst Intt* 
tears and retired to the seclusion of 
her strange home, from which sba 
did not emerge for several days after- 
wards. 

After four years exposure to tha 
elements, without the shelter o( u 
roof, tho "Lady of the Haystack" 
was again removed to an Insane asy- 
lum, this time in Brltton. a village oi 
Gloucestershire, where she was well 
cared for through popular subscrip- 
tion taken up among the people ot 
Bristol. Even here, however, she Id- 
slsted upon only one chlng— that she 
be permitted to make her bed upon a 
pile of straw, placed as close to thu 
window as possible— a favor which 
was granted her both al Brltton an.l 
at the hospital at Southwark whera 
she was removed shortly before hoc 
death In ISOL ' 

It was hoped that the wldesprearl 
publicity which followed the death of 
this strange personage would hnva 
the effect of bringing forward soma 
one who could throw some light upon 
the mystery of her past, but It waa 
not until 1810. nine years after hei; 
death, that an anonymous French 
writer came forwatd with what pur- 
ported to be a solution of the affair. 
' According to his statements, the kin« 
of Spain had received a letter, suih 
posedlv from Kmperor Joseph II ot 
Austria, asking blm to care for « 
young woman whoae presence In Aus- 
tria was causing groat distress lo tha 
dowager empress because of the fact 
that she was the natural daughter otl 
his late father. Francis i. When tho 
king of Spain wrote for further par- 
ticulars, he was amazed lo learn that 
the Austrian emperor had written no 
such letter and that the document was 
a very clever forgery, later traced to 
a mysterious young woman known aa 
Mile. La Frulcn. 

Upon her arrest, this itrange per-| 
sonage told a queer but well sub- 
alantioted story of nor royal parcnt-j 
ago and of her having been placed In' 
charge of tho. Austrian ambassador to 
France, through whom she received 
regular remlltancci*. About tho tima 
of the death of tho Emperor Francis 
I, theso remittances ceased and Hho 
was thrown upon her own resourceBJ 
With a warning as to her future conJ 
duct, Mllo. La Frulen waci releasea 
by the French authorities and told 
never to set foot In Franco again, the 
inference being drawn by the writer 
of the pamphlet that she and tho 
"Lady of the Uaystack" were ono and 
tho same. 

Whether thoy were or not will prol>- 
nbly never be revealed, for tho strange 
case of the womon who lived Id tha 
haystack near Bristol and the' fate 
of tho natural daughter of thoAua- 
txlan- emperor, whose birth la. well 
authenticated, are both shrouded In a 
veil HO Impenetrable, that ^even the 
passage of more than century' baa 
failed to tear It nslde.
